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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to liner or system for storing unvulcanized elastomeric 
materials. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-15, drawn to a method of storing unvulcanized elastomeric 
material. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The method does not 
require the portions of liner or liners to be of different material. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Heather Barnes on January 21 , 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 
1-9. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action. Claims 10-15 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i). 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "42" has been used to designate both the first portion and 
the second portion in Figure 3. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: numeral "56" fails to appear in the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by each of 
Foster (2,460,343) or WO 90/08708. See Figures 1 and 3, and column 1, lines 39 
through column 2, line 4 of Foster, and Figures 1 and 2, and claims 1 , 3 and 4 of WO 
90/08708. The phrase "for storing .... elastomeric materials" in claims 1 and 7, is a 
statement of intended use that does not add any structurally distinguishing features to 
the claimed article. Concerning claims 2, 3, 8 and 9, since the articles of the references 
are comprised of two different materials, such as paper and plastic, they would 
inherently possess different propensities for sticking to unvulcanized materials.
